The Death of Charles 1. is determined by theſe peculiar circum- 
ſtances, never known before in the world ; viz.

And, it. is known, that the great product of 
that Kingdom for the King's Reycnue, .for Commerce with other 
Countreys, as well as for - chict ſupport of .its own Inhabitants, 
is their Wine and Salt ; but is more eſpecially its character in di- 
ſtin&ion from other Countreys, which "it excels only in theſe two

Gant and Bruſſels ſtand for the two general diviſions of the Seven- 
teen Provinces, as it is uſual in this Book fox Cities to fignitie 
Countreys.

Nation to own him : and that alſo againſt Oaths and Promiſes; and 
the Law of the Land ; and this alſo further determined to the times 
near Noftradamus. Theſe circumſtances ſhew the thing not capable | 
of happening above once in the world. But when we find it alſo ( 
falfilled'in the Age next to Noſtradamus, how is it poſſible not to be | 
confident that theſe Verſes can mean no other thing, but that ſingle 
event only?

Out any thing numbred, Is very frequent in the Prediftions Admirables 
of Noftradamms.—— The term of Lady in the third Verſe muſt, ac- 
cording to the uſe of Prophecy, fignifie either England, ot London, 
which is the ſame; as Babylon and Samaria are put for thoſe King- 
doms, and are called Worhen, and Ladies, and Queens. And the 
character of falling from on bigh, joined here with the burning of Lon- 
don, is the ſame with thoſe of __ in Revelat. chap. 18. together 
with the Antiquity and Greatneſs of it. So alſa in Iſaiah chap. 7; 
and Elſewhere. This prophetical uſe of theſe terms does determine 
their Application.—— And the laughter of many of the ſame Se, 
or Race, does well fit the Dxtch War to the Engliſh loſs. — To ap- 
ply the Lady to the falling of St. Paw!'s Church, is without example 
in the kind, and is inconliftent with what is ſaid of the Lady int the

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never any thing like it ir the world, but the preſent Confederacy 
againſt the King of France and the Tark,: It is a Confederacy from 
all parts of Exrope, Eaſt, Weſt, North, and South. And from thence 
« appears, that by paſſing Hercules Pillars, mult be meant the Latin uſe 
of that phraſe z that is, To goto the end of the world; which join'd 
with a great Confederacy, mult ſignitic in Prophecy a very great de- 
lign of Conqueſt, For, that it is not to goto America, appears from 
the (cituation of ſome of theſe Countreys. The King mentioned in 
the ſecond Quatraine, againſt whom this Confederacy is, muſt be a 
Romiſh King, who has Monks and Friers in his Kingdom, as the 
Chaſt Tribe os People mult tignihe : And then the King muſt be the 
King of Frane: tor there is no other Romiſh Prince excepted out of 
this Confederacy, but He. Barcius, or Barcelonians, ſtand for Spani- 
grdr, as one City is generally uſed in this Book for the whole People 
af that Nation. So alſo may Twſcans ſiand for Italians. Thus then 
do we ſec:all here tied to this preſent junture, And then the raifin 
the Exiles! above all, muſt fignifie che advancement of the exil's 
French Proteſtants to govern that Kingdom ; and the Chaſt Tribeſlain, 
muſt be the Mmky and Frizrs, for rebelling againſt the Change : This 
is well expreſſed, by likening it tothe Caſe of Hippolytrus, who was 
torn in pieces for rcfuling to lie with his Mother-in-law 3 the true 
Church being but the Mother-in-law to thoſe people, who will be 

reſſed toenter into her Boſom and Emhraces, but will judge it to 
be Spiritual Adultery, This agrees well with the 7000 to be ain up- 
an the Aſcenſion of the Witneſſes in the 1 1th chap. Revelations, ver. 13. 
Upon this Reformation of France, the King is ſaid to flowriſh a long 
Sime in this way; which intimates, that the Converſion ſhall be 
laſting.

Noftradamus wrote this in the 
time of Q Elizabab. The firſt Change then was to Kings z thenext 
was the Parliament after the Death of Charles I. Then Proteors 3 then 
Kings again: for the buſtles after the Protefors were but a ſtate of 
Anarchy, and ſiruggles only for-the King's return, which began 
with Sir George Booth. And belides, the whole interval was ſo ſmall, 
not above one year, and three Scuffies of unſettled Powers only in 
that time, that none can account them ſettled Governments. Where- 
_ fore Kings retwrned were the fourth Change ; and the late changeto 

Kirig and Sovereign Queen is the hfth ; and we ſee it neceſſary 

thence to have one Change more, and very likely two, before this 
Generation paſſes away. The Blood mentioned with the C 

may fignifie only the trampling down all oppofition againſt it, or 
the end of the Plotters againit the Government. 

Thus you ſee with how little allowance for Prophecy, or myſteri- 
rious expreſſions, theſe things are veritied. But what to aſcribe the 
Predicting Power to, I leave to your ſelf. Noſtradamus pretends to 
Inſpiration, as well as to Aſtrology ; and indeed, as Iſee many lucky 
| hits from Aſtrology, without the leaſt grounds from the force of its 
Principles: why may there not be the hand of ſonie-unſeen Spirits 
in it, cither for good ends, or to draw infome to a too great truſt in 
unreaſonable ways? The famous ſtories we-have of Nickson's, and 
other ordinary perſons Predictions, which can very hardly be doubt- 
& of, ;do fatishe us, That men need not be very Wiſe, nor be ex- 
traordinarily Holy, to foretel things truly, where they have no 

nds or reaſons for it. However, I hope 1 have given you ſome 
T.verlion ig this, and deſire your opinion of all. 1am
